He said
the people from al! parts of "the state
were present to open =2 campaign that
will elevate to the highest office in the
gift of the people of the United Statea a
distinguished son of Ohio—that man
was William McKinley. The speaker
reminded hio hearers that no Ohio can-
didate for the presidency, except the
first and greatest of them all, Abrabam
Lincoln, was a native of Ohio.

A Rallroad Fresident Speaks on tho

Kaxsas Ciry, Aug15.—A. E. Stillwell,
president of the Kansas OQOity, Pittehorg
& Gulf railroad, is the firgt empiover of
any large namber of men in this vicinity
to begin an active and open political
campaign among the men whose labor
he hires.

It
was loaded in every chamber, however,
a8 was subeeguently ascertained. Ed-
ward’s brother, Henry, aged 17, wished
to examine the weapon and made a
search for it while it was in Edward’s
hands, and in some unaccountable way
it was discharged. The bullet entered
the lower region of the boy's abdomen,
and he started to ran out of the room,
but fell to the floor. Revovering his
feet, he hurried down the two flights of
staire, and ran into Togan's drug store,
near by, and told Mr. Logan what had
happened.

Drs. Gillespie, Chambers and Johnson
were summoned, and foon arrived, and
upon exsmination saw that the boy was
fautally wounded.
Yoong Ward was thereapon conveyad
to St. Vinecent’s hospital, and in the
aiterncon Dre. Gillespieand A. C. Smith
placed him under an anaestbetic, and
found that the ballet had passed throogh
the stomach, perforating the large in-
testine in three different pldces, and had
then lodged in the spleen, which was
badly lacerated. The wounds were
carefolly stitched, but the worst feature
toward 8 possible chance for recovery
wae the perforated epleen, which made
the case even at that time almost hope-
lees,
When young Ward regained consci-
ousnese, Dr. Gillespie informed him
that he had but a few hours to live. The
boy, who had borne up bravely, received
this sad informsation in a calm and
heroi¢c manner.
